Subject : Scheme for exports under OGL-3 of gar¬ 
ments and knitwear to USA, EEC Member 
States, Austria, Finland, Sweden, Norway 
and Canada from 1st January, 1987 to 31st 
December, 1987. 

F. No. 2|65-A[85-E-I.—This scheme relates to the 
exports of certain readymade garments and knitwear 
items to USA, EEC Member States (Federal Repub¬ 
lic of Germany, France, Italy, Benelux, United 
Kingdom, Irish Republic, Denmark, Greece, Portugal 
and Spain), Austria, Finland, Sweden, Norway and 
Canada for the period 1st January, 1987 to 31st 
December, 1987. 

2- Agencies for Administration of the Scheme : 

(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Apparel Export 
Promotion Council (AEPC), New Delhi, will allo¬ 
cate export entitlements and do the necessary certi¬ 
fication for the export of all garments and knitwear 
covered by this scheme, except’ that ihc entitlements 
for woollen knitwear would be allocated bv the Wool 
and Woollen Export Promotion Council. (W&WEPC), 
New Delhi. However, in respect of Woollen knit¬ 
wear necessary certification will continue to be done 
by the Apparel Export Promotion Council. List of 
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categories of texti.e products covered under this 
scheme are available with Apparel Export Promotion 
Council and W&WEPC. Government reserves the 
right to make changes, as considered appropriate with 
regard to the agencies for the administation of the 
scheme. 

(ii) Export entitlement will be allowed only to ex¬ 
porters who are registered with competent Register¬ 
ing Authorities. 


5. Reservation of Segment's : 

(i) In the case of FCFS Small Order and Central| 
State Corporation Systems wherever knitted garments 
are ciuobed with woven garment's for allocation, 10 
per cent of the quantity available would be reserved 
for knitted garments. 

(ii) For childern’s garments 10 per cent of the 
quantities available in all categories at the terminal 
dates will be reserved. 


3. Systems and Quantum of Allotment : 

(i) Quantities for export will be allocated accord¬ 
ing to the following systems at' rates indicated against 
each of .them — 

Systems % of the annual level 


(a) Past Performance 65 

(b) First Comc-First Served 

Small Order 25 

(c) Manufacturer-Exporters 7 

(d) Central|State Corporations 2 

(e) Non-Quota Exporters 1 


(ii) Government reserves the right to use flexibi¬ 
lities provided in the Bilateral agreements as consi¬ 
dered appropriate. * 

4. Division of the Allotment Year and Apportion¬ 
ment of Quantities among periods. 

(i) In the case of PPE, MEE and Non-quota Ex¬ 
porters systems, the year will be divided into three 
periods. 'The first period will be from 1st January to 
30th April, the second period will be from 1st May 
to 31st July and the third period from 1st August to 
30th September. A minimum of 50 per cent of the 
total allotment made should be utilised within the 
first period; Another 25 per cent will have to be uti¬ 
lised between 1st May and 3.1st July .and the remain¬ 
ing 25 per cent to be utilised between 1st August and 
30th September. Any unutilised balance at the end of 
each period shall be automatically surrendered. The 
allotment may however be made valid beyond 30th 

• September as per provisions in Para 16(ii). 

(ii) In the case of Centralist ate Corporations and 
FCFS Small Order System, the year will be divided 
into three-4 monthly periods namely Tanuary-April, 
May—August and September—December, in the case 
cT woven items, and into two periods January— 
August and September—December for knitted items. 
In the case of Central|State Corporations system 
quantities for woven items will be distributed among 
the 3 periods in the ratio of 50 : 35 : 15 and in the 
case of FCFS Small Order system 15 per cent of the 
annual level will be allotted in the first period, 7 per 
cent in the scond period and 3 per cent in the third 
period whereas the quantities for knitted items will 
be distributed between the two periods i n the ratio of 
85 : 15 in both the systems. 

(iii) The abo^e percentages nay be -readjusted by 
(he Government depending upon trends "in the over¬ 
seas market. 


(iii) For woollen garment's there will be reservation 
in terms of quantity in specified countries and cate¬ 
gories. This will be announced by the Textile Com¬ 
missioner. 

6 . Past Performance System : 

(i) Agency for calculation of past performance 
entitlements : 

The agency for calculation of the entitlement of 
quantities uuder Past Performance System in respect 
of each exporter will be AEPC, New Delhi. Textile 
Commissioner will supervise this work of AEPC. 

(ii) Eligibility for Past Performance Entitlement 
System. 

An exporter will be eligible for allotment of quan¬ 
tities under the Past Performance System for the 
year 1987 only if he has export performance in the 
relevant country | category during any two years of the 
three years viz. 1984, 1985 and January—June, 

1986. 

(iii) Base period and ceiling : 

The Past Performance Entitlement will be deter- 
mind for each country|category combination pro¬ 
rata on the basis of average annual exports during the 
base period of 1984, 1985 and January—June, 1986. 
The pro-rata allotment of Past Performance Entitle¬ 
ment will be subject to a maximum ceiling equivalent 
to the average annual export performance of the ex¬ 
porter during the base period in the relevant country] 
category. In the case of any subsequent changes in 
the entitlement of any individual exporter, the entire 
exercise of pro-rata quantity need not be reopened 
but suitable adjustments will be made in the entitle¬ 
ment of the exporter, 

(iv) Transferability of Past Performance Entitle¬ 
ment : 

Past Performance Entitlement will be transferable 
either in full or in part to another registered exporter 
of garments at any time upto 30th September, 1987 
subject to the following terms and conditions ; 

(a) All transfers of Past Performance Entitle¬ 

ment would only be allowed on submission 
of 10 per cent Bank Guarantee by the 
transferee. ^ 

(b) Transferee would be allowed 60 davs or' 
till the Iasi date of relevant period which¬ 
ever is earlier to export the transferred 
quantity. 

(c) Shipments against such transfered entite- 
ment’ will be counted as the exports of the 
transferee. 
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(d) An exporter who obtains, entitlement by 

transfer from any other exporter in a parti¬ 
cular countrylcategory either in full or in 
part will not' be eligible to transfer any en¬ 
titlement to another exporter in the same 
country j category. 

(e) A Past Performance Entitlement holder who 

obtains any entitlement under First Come 
First Served Small Order System in a parti¬ 
cular country|category will not be eligible 
to effect any transfer from bis Past Perfor¬ 
mance Entitlement in ihat country| category 
after he obtains such small order Entitle¬ 
ment. 

(f) The transferred entitlements in the hands 
of the transferee will be subject, jfi all other 
respects, to the lerms and conditions as 
those applicable to the transferor. 

7. First Come-First-Served Small Order System. 

Under this system, quantities will be allotted on 
First-Come-First-Served basis against applications 
supported by firm contracts and Letters of Credit. 
Letters off Credit should be valid, operative and ir¬ 
revocable. Allotment of quantities shall be made only 
for small orders which are within the quanhtitive 
limit fixed by the Textile Commissioner for different 
county|category. Such quantitative limits will be an¬ 
nounced in due course. The allotment under this sys¬ 
tem will be subject to the following conditions. 

(i) The exporters should have been repMercd with 

the Apparel Export Promotion Council for W&- 
WEPC for Woollen knitwear) on or before 30th June, 
1984 and should be an income tax assesse in 1983- 
84 to be eligible to apply for allocation under this 
system during 1987. 

(ii) Only one application will be admissible from 
an exporter for one countrylcategory for one day. 
However, more than one application can be made 
provided the total quantity covered by such applica¬ 
tion is within the stipulated quantitative ceiling. The 
application for the 1st period will be received on 
16-12-1986 but allotments will be made from 
1-1-1987. 

(iii) Allotment under this system shall be valid for 
a period of 60 days. Tn the third period allotment 
shall be valid only upfo 31st December, 1987. 

(iv) Allotment will be granted on First-Come- 
First-Served basis, and on a day when available quan¬ 
tities arc over subscribed the eligibility will be de¬ 
cided on the basis of higher unit price realisation. 

(v) An exporter with Past' Performance Entitle¬ 
ment will be eligible for applying under this system 
after exporting atleast 50 per cent of his Past Per¬ 
formance Entitlement in the relevant countrylcategory 
as worked out according to para 6(111). He will also 
have the ontion of surrendering the entire balance of 
Past Performance Entitlement that he bolds in the 
relevant countrv|category and then applying under 
First-Come-First-Served Small Order System, provid¬ 
ed he has not effected any transfer from his Past Per¬ 
formance Entitlement in that country]category. 


(vi) A Manufacturer-Exporter Entitlement holder 
will have to utilise or surrender his such, entitlement 
fully before becoming eligible to apply under the 
Firsl-Comc-First Served Small Order System. 

(vii) For the purpose of allotment under the FCFS 
Small Order System, an applicant should give an affi¬ 
davit that none of his associate concerns as defined 
in paragaraph 120 of the Handbook of Import-Ex- 
pect Precedures 1985-88 has applied for allotment 
under this system and also that no other proprietor¬ 
ship concern under his proprietor-ship has applied for 
allotment under this system. Further the applicants for 
1 st period allotment should also give an affidavit 
that none of their associate concerns has any Past 
Performance Entitlements. However, a one time affi¬ 
davit in the appropriate form for the whole of 1987 
and applicable to a country or group of countries can 
also be t'aken in which the applicant will indicate 
one of the firms that will alone apply under First- 
Come-First-Served Small Order System throughout 
1987 for a country or group of countries. 

8 . Manufacturer-Exporter System. 

In thi; system quantities to the extent of 7 per 
cent of the annual level will be allotted to Manufac¬ 
ture-Exporters subject to the condition that the total 
allocation for a Manufacturer-Exporter under Past 
Performance and the Manufacturer-Exporter Systems 
will neither exceed 110 per cent of his average annual 
performance, as worked out according to ihe B#ra 
6 (.iii) nor their manufacturing capacity. 50 per cent 
of level will be allotted on the basis of Past Perfor¬ 
mance and the remaining 50 per cent on the basis of 
manufacturing capacity of manufacturer exporters. 
The Textile Commissioner will decide the eligibility 
for allotment' under this system for which he will 
issue detailed instructions. 

9. Central [State Corporations System: 

For Corporations under the control of the Central] 
Si'ateJUnion Territory Governments and Apex-Co¬ 
operative Handloom Marketing Societies at the 
Central|State levels, there will be special allocation 
not exceeding 2 per cent of the annual level. The al¬ 
location will, however, be made only for direct' ex¬ 
port; by these corporations]Apex Soc : ctie:;, The allo¬ 
cation under the ,ystern will be subject to the condi¬ 
tion that the Central|State Corporation should have 
its own manufacturing facilities. The Corporations! 
Apex Societies will also be eligible for allotment of 
quantities under Past Performance and First Come 
First' Served Small Orders Systems of allotment sub¬ 
let to fulfilment o f conditions Lid down m the policy. 
The Textile Commissioner will determine the entitle¬ 
ment of the Corporations|Apex Societies. 

10. Hon-Quot'a Exporters System : 

In order to encourage exports to non-quota coun¬ 
tries 1 per cent of the annua] levels will be reserved 
for allocation to exporters with exDort performance 
above a specified turn over to be announced, in the 
GCA non-quota countries. For this purpose the ex¬ 
port performance for the period July, 1985 to June 
1986 will be taken into account. All other conditions 
will be the samS as under PPE System. 
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1J, Slow Moving Items : „ _ ... 

For identification of slow moving Item, perfor¬ 
mance during the first four months of 1986 and the 
performance during 1985 will be taken into account. 
An item would be termed slow moving if during the 
period under reference it's exports have not exceeded 
75 per cent of the level earmarked for the first four 
months of 1936 or during the entire year 1985. 
Government, however, reserves the right to change 
the criteria during the course of the year, if warranted 
by the demand trend and pace of utilisation of an¬ 
nual levels. 

Notwithstanding anything contained elsewhere in 
this Public Notice, the following relaxations will be 
available in respect of items declared slow moving:— 

(i) Registration with AEPCjW&WEPC can be done 
at any time during the year for eligibility under the 
First-Come-First-Served Small Order Syst'em. The 
condition of being an income tax assesses referred to 
in para 7(i) will not apply. 

(ii) There shall be no compulsory Letter of Credit 
stipulation. 

(iii) The exporter shall have to furnish 1 per cent 
Earnest 1 Money DepositfBank Guarantee in lieu of 
normal .Bank GuaranteejEarnest Money Deposit. 

(iv) The quantitative ceiling stipulated in the case 
of First-Come-First-Served Small Order application 
shall not be enforced. However, if any applicant seeks 
allocation in a slow moving item exceeding 10 times 
the ceiling on corresponding fast moving items, he 
will be required to submit the normal BG and LC 
required for fast moving items. There >hall be no 
restrictions on the number of applications that can 
be submitted in one day in the country|catcgory. 
Should the demand for such items exceed availability, 
the Government, has the right to distribute the same 
within a quantitative ceiling and any other condition 
which the Government', mav consider necessary for 
proper distribution of entitlement. 

(v) Certification of shipping bills under First-Comc- 
First-Serevd Small Order system for slow moving 
items will be valid upto the end of the allotment 
period during which the application has been sub¬ 
mitted 

(vi) There may be separate floor prices for slow 
moving items. 

(vii) The conditions .stipulated in para 7(vii) will 
not apply to slow moving items in respect of 100 
per cent EOUs and Free Trade Zones. 

12. Allocation of Categories not subject to specific 
limit in U.S.A. and Canda. 

A specified quantity under the categories not sub¬ 
ject to specific limit but' subject to overall group II 
limit in USAJGroup 1 limit in Canada will be allo¬ 
cated under all systems like any other category. All 
conditions applicable to allocation of sensitive items 
under the above systems will also be applicable to 
allocation of such categories. Such allocations will 
also be subject to any other condition that may be 
stipulated in the event of limitations on exports being 
introduced on any of these categories, Conversion of 
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Past Performance Entitlement Manufacturer-Exporter 
and Non-quota Exporter Entitlements for items under - 
specific or temporary restraint into items not covered 
by such restraints and also conversion among non- 
restrainst items using appropriate conversion factors, 
may be permitted by the Apparel Export Promotion 
Council within the Group ceiling. 

13. Minimum Export (Floor Prices) : 

Normally, there shall be only .one floor price for 
each countryjcategory. However, a lower floor price 
may be fixed for slow moving items. The Textile 
Commissioner will prescribe floor prices. In deter¬ 
mining them he will take into account all relevant 
factors including the fact whether a particular item 
has been identified as slow moving one or not. 

14. Validity Period of Certification of Export Entitle¬ 
ment. 

A certification on the shipping bills shall be valid 
for a period of 30 days except in the case of First- 
Come-First-Served Small Order System were the vali¬ 
dity period will be as stipulated in Para 7 (iii). 

15. Letter of Credit : 

The allocation for all garments and knitwear will 
be made on letter of credit terms. Letter of Credit 
should be operative, valid and irrevocable. In the 
case of First-Come-First-Served Small Orders and 
Ccntral|State Corporations System. Letter of Credit 
should be submitted alongwith the application. In the 
case of Past Performance Entitlement Manufacturer- 
Exporter Entitlement systems and Non-quota Ex¬ 
porter, Letter of Credit should be produced at' the 
time of obtaining certification. Letters of Credit will 
not be required for slow moving items declared as 
such in terms of para 11. 

16. Earnest Money Deposit|Bank Guarantee and for¬ 
feiture thereof. 

(i) In the case of Past Performance System, Manu¬ 
facturer-Exporter System and Non-quota Exporters 
system, exporter shall not be required to furnish Ear¬ 
nest' Money Deposit or Bank Guarantee. However, 
he must utilise 50 per cent of the allocation on or 
before 30-4-1987, 75 per cent of the allocation on 
or before 31-7-1987 and 100 per cent by 30-9-1987. 
The unutilised portion during any period will auto¬ 
matically stand surrendered except' as provided in 
para (ii) below, 

(ii) The validity of Past Performance Entitlement, 
Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement and Non-Quo'a 
Exporters Entitlement would be restricted to 30th 
September, 1987. However, validity can be extended, 
■upto 31st December, 1987 against specific contracts 
backed by Letter of Credit subject to submission of 
Earnest Money Deposit|Bank Guarantee at the rate of 
20 per cent of FOB value, 

(iii) In the case of First-Come-First-Served-Small 
Order and CentraljState Corporations system, an ex¬ 
porter shall be required to give performance bond 
backed by Earnest Money DepositjBank Guarantee 

; @ 5 per cent' of the FOB value on the quantities ap¬ 
plied for. 
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(iv) An exporter who exports not less than 90 per 
cent quota of export entitlement in a particular period 
under FCFS Small Orders or Ccntralj State Corpora¬ 
tions Systems will not be liable to forfeiture of EMD 
BG. An exporter who performs not less than 75 per 
cent but less than 90 per cent will be liable to pro¬ 
portionate forfeiture. If utilization of export entitle¬ 
ment allocation is less than 75 per cent the exporter 
will be liable to forfeiture of EMD|BG in full. In 
the case of revalidation of PPEjMEE and Non-quota 
Exporter systems beyond 30-9-1987 the entire amount 
of EMD|BG will be forfeited unless 90 per cent of 
the quantity covered by individual contracts is utilis¬ 
ed. These provisions will be subject to condition of 
of force majeure wherever these arise. 

(v) For slow moving items tlte Earnest Money De¬ 
posit (Bank Guarantee as indicated in paras 11 (Hi) 
and (iv) will be applicable. 

(vi) In the case of Central (State Corporations 
where utilisation is not less than 75 per cent within 
the validity period exporter will have the option to 
seek extension for the next allotment period within 
the export entitlement year. Applications for such ex¬ 
tension would be filed within one month of the end 
of the relevant allotment period. In such case exporter 
will have to furnish EMD|BG at double the normal 
rate for balance quantity. In the Case of his failure to 
export fully, the EMD]BG will be liable to be for 
feited in full. 

(vii) Persons to whom export entitlements are al¬ 
lotted but who do not utilise them fully would render 
themselves liable to disqualification from getting en¬ 
titlements in future without' prejudice to any other 
action that may be taken in this behalf. 

17. Appeal Against forfeiture of EMDjBGS. 

For the purpose of giving the consideration to re¬ 
presentations made by the exporters against forfeiture 
of EMD|BG for non-utilisation of allotted export en¬ 
titlement, the following procedure will apply. On for¬ 
feiture of EMD(BG by the AEPC the exporter con¬ 
cerned may appeal against such forfeiture to the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner, Bombay within 15 days of re¬ 
ceipt of the communication regarding die forfeiture. 
The Textile Commissioner shall upon receipt of the 
representation give a ruling as early as possible. If 
in any case the exporter is not satisfied with the deci¬ 
sion of the Textile Commissioner he may prefer an 
appeal against the decision within 15 days of receipt 
or the communication conveying the decision. The 
second appeal will be with the Ministry of Textiles 
and will be dealt with by the Appellate Committee 
constituted by the Government. 

18. Merger of Available Quantities on 30th Septem¬ 
ber, 1987. 

Notwithstanding anything contained elsewhere in 
this Public Notice, all balance quantities available as 
on 30th September, 1987 from unallocated levels or 
surrenders from ’all system shall stand merged into a 
common pool and shall be allocated under the First- 
Come-Served Small Order system without any reser¬ 
vation for different segments. 


19. Supervision of Allocation of Export Entitlement: 

The Textile Commissioner, Bombay will continue 
to exercise day to day supervision over the matters 
relating to allocation of export entitlements. A Co¬ 
ordination Committee with the Textile Commissioner 
as Chairman and with the representatives of the con¬ 
cerned EPCS as Members will review the operation 
of the policy periodically. On matters where there is 
difference of opinion, the decision of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner wilt be final. 

20. Clearance by Customs : 

(A) Products under restraint including items not 
subject to specific limits in USA. 

Shipments will be allowed by Customs Authorities 
at the ports of shipment after verifying the certifica¬ 
tion of export entitlement' on the original and dupli¬ 
cate of shipping bills for individual consignments is¬ 
sued by the Apparel Export Promotion Council or 
any other appropriate agency designated for this pur¬ 
pose. 

(B) Handloom Garments. 

In so far as exports of all handloom garments cor¬ 
responding to restrained items to Canada, Cotton 
handloom garments to Austria, surveillance items to 
Norway are concerned, shipments will be permitted 
by the Customs on the basis of inspection Endorse¬ 
ment by the Textile Committee in part 2 of the com¬ 
bination form. 

(C) Garments falling under ‘India Items' : 

In respect of ‘India Items’ which are traditional 
folklore handicraft' textile products of India, ship¬ 
ments will be permitted by the Customs for exports 
to EEC, USA, Finland, Austria, Sweden. Norway 
and Canada on the basis of appropriate Certificates 
issued by the Office jof the Development' Commis¬ 
sioner (Handicrafts). 

21(A) Export Certificate, Certificate of Oriijin and 
VISA. 

The following certificates required under the rele¬ 
vant bilateral textile agreements will be issued by the 
Apparel Export Promotion Council or any other 
Agency duly authorised in this behalf :— 

(i) EEC—(a) (Export Certificates and Certifi¬ 

cate of origin for all garment [knitwear items 
under restraint. 

(b) Certificates of Origin for all non-rest- 
rained garments | knitwear items. 

(ii) Finland.—Export Certificates for restrained 
items. 

(iii) Sweden.—Export Certificates for restrained 

items. 

(iv) Austria.—Export Certificates for cotton 

powerloomfmillm&de garments subject to 
restraint or surveillance. 

(v) Norway,—Export certificate and certificate of 

origin in respect of categories subject to 
specific limits and also categories (mill 
made|powerloom) under surveluance. 
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(vi) Canada —Export Certificate for garments 
of knitted, poweflooni and millmade origin 
which arc subject to restraint except for 
consigments valued at Canadian $ 500 or 
less. 

(vii) USA.—(a) Visa for all garment') knitwear 
consignment's valued oVer US $ 250. 

(b) Exempt certification for consignments 
valued at US $ 250 or less. 

(B) Handloom Certificate. 

In the case of export of all handloom garments cor¬ 
responding to restrained items to Canada and of 
cotton handloom garments to Austria the Textile 
Cdmiiiittee will issue the certificate as prescribed in 
the bilateral Agreements for such products. In so far 
as export of handloom garments corresponding to 
Surveillance items to Norway an export certificate by 
fey the AEPC indicating the haridlooffi origin will be 
fecjdfred. AJErC will indicate handloom origin on the 
basis of Textile Committee Certificate.
